NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—(Spectal Dis- 
patch.) Harold Frederick’s cables from 
London to the Times says: I get from an 
absolutely well-informed quarter. an in- 
teresting view of the state of affairs in the 
far East. Korea’s autonomy is assured, 
Manchuria is virtually in Japanese hands, 
and they are building a railway: at Port 
Arthur to turn that place into a Japanese 
Gibraltar. Now that Wei-Hai-Wei is cap- 
tured and the Chinese fleet destroyed, noth- 
ing remains except. to advance upon Pek- 
ing. This will certainly be done by way 
of Shan-Hai-Kwan. It is that 
nothing has yet been said about the Chin- 
ese works and forces there, where the 
next great engagement must be. 

„All talk of peace now is nonsense. The 
Japanese will not talk about it until they 
are in Peking; otherwise the vast bulk of 
the Chinese people would never know 
there had been a war, and the Japanese 
would have, in a few years, to do their 
work all over again.

“I have received no direct communica- 
tion concerning the sentences, 
know precisely what action will 
but from my intimate acquaintance 
all the Hawaiian authorities and ‘heir 
characteristics and methods, I can 
positively all trials will be open and 
that the accused will be allowed ae on 
sistance of counsel of their clioosing, who 
will be allowed the fullest right of cross- 


examination and of defense; that there } 


will be no convictions which are not based 
upon the clearest evidence. 

“If there is any particular policy in 
which the Hawallan government has erred 
in the past two years it has been in hav- 
ing been too lenient in dealing with those 
who have continuotsly schemed to over- 
throw it; first by strategic diplomacy and 
then by force. 

“From its inception the government has 


exhibited ‘a leniency toward its enemies’ 


that is unparalleled in history. This (x- 
treme leniency has been a feature of the 
administration of President Dole, which 
has caused criticism from many of his 


strongest supporters. 


“The penalty for treason trom” 
foundation to the overthrow of the mon- 
archy was death and confiscation of all 
property. On the 20th of January, 1893, 
three days after its creation, the provi- 
sional government passed an act providing 
an alternative penalty for treason of a 
fine and imprisonment, and othefwise miti- 
gating the harshness of the former law. 
Was there ever before known a xov- 
ernment, scarce seated in power, in the 
midst of enemies, involved in all the mul- 
titudinous plans attendant upon a recon- 
struction of the entire system of govern-

ited upon its enemies if they undertook to 
overthrow it? 

“Again, although the revolution of 1894 


was caused by the attempt of the Queen 


to abrogate the constitution and disfran- 
chise nearly every person connected with 
the new government, she has since »een 


treated with the utmost consideration by 


the government. She has been allowed to 
occupy her comfortable residence in Hono- 
lulu within a block of the executive build- 
ing, in peace and without molestation, al- 
though she has unceasingly, publicly and 
privately, plotted for the ovethrow of the 


government and finally made an arsenal 


in which were discovered forty rifles, two 

dynamite bom pistols, swords and am- 

munition in quantities. 

THE QUEEN GENEROUSLY TREATED. 
“Again, although Liluokalani has made 

no claim for compensation, the annexa- 


tion eommission, in the interest of har- 


mony and to avoid even the appearance of 
harshness, secured thei. nsertion in the 
proposed annexation treaty of a clause 
giving her an annual pension of $20,000, 
and until she began to openly work for 
the overthrow of the government the sal- 
ary which she had received as Queen con- 
tinued to be paid to her by the provisional 
government; and until Princess Kaiulani 
came to Washington to work for restora- 
tion she also continued to receive her 
former allowance.

the Ill-fated Elbe, Also a Res- 
_ cued French Captain and 
His Crew.

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—The Cunarder 
Umbria, Capt. Dutton, which sailed from 
Liverpool on February 2, via Queenstown, 
February 3. reached Quarantine this 
morning. She brings no word of the La 
Gascogne. Shortly after noon yesterday 
the monster ocean greyhound steamer 
passed Quarantine, her shrouds and part 
of her hulk covered with ice and glistening 
with myriads of diamonds. Icicles hung 
from before and aft. From the topmost 
edge of the bridge to the deck was one 
mass of glittering ice. It was during the 
only spell of good weather on the vessel's 
voyage that she was enabled to rescue 
fourteen persons who were adrift in a 

_‘water-logged, helpless bark. Speaking of 
the rescue, Capt. Dutton said today: 

„We had a fairly good voyage after leav- 
ing Queenstown, until we struck the bliz- 
zard outside the ‘Queen Hook’ yesterday. 
Of course the weather was bad as we had 
heavy seas, but I have had far worse 
voyages. 

“It was at 12:14 a.m. on February 6 
that we picked up the captain and crew 
of the French bark Jean Baptiste. It was 
about 11 o'clock at night when report was 
made to me that a White Star line 
freighter, supposed to be the Celtic, had 
been sighted. The captain of the Celtic 
is an old friend of mine, and I had signgls 
sent up to let him know who we were. 
The Celtic was off our port side. The sig- 
nals we sent up were seen by the French 
bark, which was over on our starboard, 
about five miles away. It was not particu- 
larly cold, but there was a showstorm and 
@ heavy westerly swell. 

“The distressed crew was displaying red 
lights to show that the vessel was out of 
control, ard as we made toward her three 
men went up into the mizsen rigging with 


torches. The bark was water-logged. 


When our boat reached the distressed ves- 
tel the men found the crew had launched 
two doats and were loading all their et- 
fects.

THREE ELBE SURVIVORS. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—On board the 
Umbria were three survivors of the Hilde, 
Bugene Schlegel of Furst, Germany, on 
his way to this country with his sister, 
Emma, the-latter having been lost with 
the ship; John Vevera of Cleveland, O., 
and Carl Hoffmann of Grand Island, Neb., 
whose wife and child’ were among the lost. 
To an Associated Press reporter, Mr. Hoff- 
mann told the following story of the 
wreck. His statement was made in a very 
disconnected fashion, and was liberally in- 
terspersed with threats of prosecuting 
the North German Lioyd Company, and 
frequent outbursts of tears: 

“My wife and boy and myself had a 
etateroom on the starboard side aft, in 
the section ‘between the numbers 69 and 
100,“ he said. I awoke early in the morn- 
ing of the collision, and had gone out on 
deck and returned to our stateroom, where 
I had told my wife how the weather was 
and put another blanket over my boy, 
who was in the upper berth, for it was 
very cold. Suddenly I beard a crash, and 
the ship trembled violently. I rushed out- 
side to see what the trouble was, and as 
I dd so I met Mr. Schlegels sister Emma, 
who was running forward toward the gang- 
way, None of the ship’s crew could give 
me any information as to what had hap- 
pened, but as I heard great confusion 
overhead and sounds of many people run- 
ming to and fro, I ran back to our cabin 
and told my wife to dress herself and the 
boy as quickly as possible. I took 
child in my arms, and we went forward to 
the companionway in the saloon, where I 

~ found a crowd of passengers endeavoring 
to get on the deck. 

With my boy on one arm, and support- 
ing my wife with the other, I started for 
the companionway. Just then some one on 
deck gave the order for every one to go be- 
low, and fin the rush that ensued to obey 
the order, I was carried down the steps 


again. 
“I went upon the deck again regardless 
of the order and stood at the 
the gangway opposite the third boat on 
the portside—the one I eventually got 
into, Then the order to lower the boats 
Was given. The last one on the port side 
was the first to be lowered and into this 
a number of passengers jumped, but 
were promptly ordered out again. No 
one got into the second boat, which was 
next on the portside and which was di- 
rectly opposite where he was standing. 
Into this boat I threw my valise. Taking 
my boy into my arms I turned and kissed 
my wife. who said: ‘God may help us 
vet.“ and then I jumped into the boat, 
which had not as yet been lowered. Just 
then the order was given to all women 
and children to go to the starboard side 
and my wife obeyed the order. Neusell, 
the officer of the boat, caught my boat 
out of —— in 1 to the order 
that ssued and that was the last 
ga of of them.“ :

HELLMAN’S ASSAILANT. 
Interesting Statements About the 
Would-be Assassin. 

-By Telegraph to The Times. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 10. —(Special 
Dispatch.) The murderous attempt to kill 
President Hellman of the Nevada Bank 
by William Holland is still the general 
topic of conversation. A number of inter- 
esting features have come to light. There's 
no doubt that Holland, who was an expert 
pistol shot, would have kiled the banker, 
his nerve had not been hurt by the 
struggle for the beavy cane with 
which Hellman struck him on the pistol 
hand. Another thing which upset him 
was the cries of Thomas Maguer, who 
rushed up and at whom Ifolland snapped 
his revolver. 
The most striking fact brought to light 
by Holland's tragic death is that he 
would have been landed in the State prison 
for forgery, but for the undue zeal of an 
excitable police officer. Capt. Lees had 
been working for several years to find a 
clew to the mysterious forger who period- 
ically passed bogus checks on the local 
banks. In all these checks certain simi- 
larities were detected, showing them to be 
the work ‘of one man, and that man a 
German. The forgeries even passed un- 
detected for weeks. Capt: Lees instructed 
all the paying tellers in the banks to send 
for a detective whenever a questionable 
check or suspicious character made its 
appearance. This was done when Hol- 
land tried to pass the forged check for 
$2000 on the Nevada Bank in December. 
On account of the delay he became 
alarmed, seized the check and fled. Both 
Brooks and his fellow clerk, Kavanagh, 
were told to keep a sharp outlook for the 
man, and one day they met him on Mont- 
gomery street, near Pine. Holland was 
pointed out to Special Flinn, who received 
instructions from Brooks not to lose sight 
of the man. 
. “Shall 1 arrest him?“ asked the special. 
“No, just keep him in sight, but not 
alarm him,” was Brooks’s answer. Brooks 
went in search of Detective Whitaker, 
but when he returned Holland had es- 
caped. They were much chagrined, but 
while they were talking in a saloon, who 
should enter but Holland. Flinn whis- 
pered that this was the man. Lees had 
cautioned all nis detectives not to alarm 
the man, but to shadow bim and not let 
him get out of Sight. For this purpose a 
relay of detectives was to be provided so 
that the shadowed man would’t suspect 
de was followed. Whitaker knew all 
about the system and, as Holland ap- 
proached, the detective moved a little so 
as to get a better view of the man's face. 
Flinn mistook Whitaker’s movement, 
and, knowing nothing of the plan, sprang 
upon Holland, and, seizing his arms, 
cried to Whitaker: Lock out, this man 
is a dangerous customer. See if he has a

Foreign 
corporations come in for a liberal share of 
attention and the railroad companics are 
drawn into the melee by one or two anti- 
pass bills. The sleeping-car companies 
are attacked from several directions 
and one of the five bills already introduced 
would, if enforced, work great injury to 
the sleeping-car companies. These bills 
compel sleeping-car companies to maintain 
numerous offices in the State and limit 
rates.

The postoffice Dill will be the first 
remaining unacted upon to receive the at- 
tention of the Senate. This dull will, in 
all probability, develop sufficient debate to 
consume two days’ time, if mot more. 
The Indian bill carries numerous amend- 
ments. Many of them will call for expla- 
nations, and others will be attacked. The 
discussion on this bill will probably open 
up the entire question of the management 
of affairs in the Indian Territory, and 
this is a subject which has received much 
attention at the hands of several Sena- 
tors. It is expected that the agricultural 
bill will be taken up when the Indian bill 
is disposed of, if time be left. 

There will probably be spasmodic efforts 
during the week to get up other than 
appropriation bills. Senator Butler has 
given notice of an intention to move 
take up the pooling bill after the post-- 
office tll ghall be disposed of. Senator 
Allen is also anxious to call up his reso- 
lution for the investigation of the Ala- 
bama elections. 

‘Should the bankruptcy bill not de dis- 
— by the pooling bill, the chances for 

further consideration are very slight. 

Senator George, its especial champion, 
says that he has a faint hope for it, but 
admits that the fight against it is so bitter 
and persistent as to render the prospect 
doubtful. The possibilities include more 
or less reference to the financial and Ha- 
waiian questions. 


TRANSPORTATION REGULATIONS 


Extension of the Texas Cattle Fever 
Line. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—In accordance 
with the act of Congress of May 19, 1894, 
the Secretary of Agriculture has issued 
to Managers and Superintendents of Rail- 
ways of the United States, Stockmen and 
Others,“ the usual regulations concerning 
cattle transportation, to be in force from 
the 15th day of February to the 5th day of 
December next. 

The principal difference between the 
regulations and those of last year lies in 
the fact that the Texas fever line, as it is 
called, hat been extended westward to the 
Pacific Coast. The line from the Pacific 
Coast to its junction with the old line, 
which formerly did not extend beyond 
Western Texas, is described as running 
from the extreme point of. Contra Costa 
| ward along the northern boundaries 
of Contra Costa and San Joaquin to the 
western boundary of Amador, thence north 
along the western boundary of Amador 
to ‘the. southwestern corner of Eldérado, 
thence southwest to the boundary line of 
California, thence southeasterly along the 
eastern boundary of California to the west- 
ern border of Arizona, thence south along 
the western boundary of Arizona to the 
southwestern border of the Territory and 
east along the southern boundaries of Ari- 
zona and New Mexico to the Rio Grande, 
southeast along the Rio Grande to the 
southwest corner of the county of Foley, 
Tex., and northeasterly along that river 
to the southwestern corner of the county 
of Pecos; which was the western extremity 
of the old line. 

The. principal change in the old Texas 
fever line affects the Territory of Okla- 
boma, à large portion of the northwestern 
part ‘of that Territory, which was formerly 
inclided within the line, being now left 
outside. There are also slight 
changes in the line of Missouri, Tennes- 
see and Virginia. 

The Bureau of Animal Industry is pre- 

ng the map for 1895, showing the 
xas fever line in its entirety under the 
regulations, and it will be printed and 
ready for distribution as soon as possible. 

The regulations imposed upon the trans- 
portation companies, stockmen and others, 
as to the removal of cattle from 
south of this line do not differ from those

SMALLPOX SERUM. 


TESTS AT THE WASHINGTON 
UNIVERSITY, 


A Healthy Heifer is Vaccinated with 
Bacilli Which Was Taken 
from a Smallpox 
Patient.

ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) Feb. 10.—Since the 
appearance of smallpox two weeks ago, 
experiments have been made secretly at 
quarantine to manufacture an effective 
smallpox serum that will obtain the same 
results in its branch that anti-toxine has 
for diphtheria. - 
The experiments are under the direction 
ot Health Commissioner Homan and Dr. 
A. N. Ravolt of the Washington Univer- 
sity. These two men have materially been 
aided in their work by a series of tests 
made last ,.December at the quarantine 
station at New York by Dr. Biliott. On 
the basis of these experiments, Dr. Ravalt: 
at once set to work two Weeks ago and 
vaceihated a strong, healthy heifer: with 
bacilli, taken from a smallpox patient. 
After the animal had sufficiently recov- 
ered, he took some of its blood and ex- 
tracted from it the serum. The first actual 
tests were made only three or four days 
ago, so that the results, whether favorable 
or otherwise, cannot yet be learned.

RELIEF OF HUMAN SUFFERING. 
A Plan for Alleviating the Horrors 
of Death. 


SAN DIEGO, Jan. 26.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) An eminent physician now 
visiting this city is the earnest advocate of 
a plan for preventing human suffering 
where death is inevitable. He says: “On 
Staten Island, N. Y., January 13, an ex- 
plosion caused the wreck and burning of 
two frame houses. From one house there 
barely escaped a mother and four chil- 
dren. In the ruins of the other was caught 
a man, who was literally roasted to death 
before the eyes of hundreds of spectators. 
Many of the beholders were made ‘sick; 
none can ever wholly forget the sight or 
cease to hear the victim’s frantic cries 
tor the help that could not be given. It 
was impossible to rescue the man without 
tools and mechanism more powerful than 
were available at short notice in a small 
place. But, although death was inevitable, 
its attendant horrors might have 
averted. Had there been at hand two 
eunces of chloroform, a handkerchief could 
have been saturated with it and pushed 
under the victim’s face and the awful 
agony thus averted. In ‘view of this dis- 
aster and disasters on railfoads, where 
people are roasted alive, within the 
reach of would-be rescuers’ who are pow- 
erless beca a merciless timber pins 
down the ess victim within reach of 
the flames, I suggest that a metal eau of 
chloroform be carried on every railway 
ear and that policemen be supplied with 
it for use in case of need at fires. A prac- 
tical point must be borne in mind. The 
other familiar anaesthetic is ether, and 
some might naturally substitute it for 
chloroform, but k is less prompt and is 
highly inflammable, so that it would only 
feed the flames, while the vapor of chloro- 
form is suffocating as well as anaesthetic.” 

This physician advocates the employment 
of chloroform as a lethal agent for con- 
demned animals and criminals. He refers 
to its use by the Mayor of Detroit re-

seeking to pluck him of his gold and 
to impair his credit. , 


A BAD SPELL. 


Tune Times acknowledges the receipt 
of a communication from a corre- 
spondent in Dallas, Tex. The arti- 
cle, which is too lengthy—and too 
foolish—for reproduction, is written in 
advocacy of free trade and the single 
tax. It assumes that, because the in- 
ternational commerce which would 
flow through the Nicaragua Canal 
would benefit this country, we should 
adopt a f de policy. The writer 
evidently forgets, or is not aware, that 
the heaviest international trade tnis 
country ever had was under the Me- 
Kinley law, our exports of merchap- 
dise alone. in 1892, amounting 10 
$1,080,278, 148. 

The writer declares that this paper 
has made an “admition” that interna- 
tional trade ought to be encouraged. 
The Times is perfectly. free to make 
that “admition,” though it differs from 
the gentleman somewhat as to the cor- 
rect orthography of the word. He says, 
also, that free trade would lubricate 
the wheels of commerce and enable 
them to turn with less “noize” and 
jar. Again The Times begs to dissent 
from the gentleman's statement, and 
especially from his spelling. He 
further asseverates that the “scource” 
of production is in the hands of a few, 
and that the single tax would correct 
all the inequallities“ of which he 
complains.

A sermon on Modern Revivalism as 
OGontrasted with the Pentecostal Manifes-

Seid the speaker: ‘The following fea- 
tures of the pentecostal manifestations of 
the Holy Spirit are worthy of observation. 
The members of that assembly were har- 
monious. They prayed devoutly and earn- 
estly. They waited patiently for fifty 
days for an answer to their prayers. They 
beard the sound of a strong wind, filling 
the room. Cloven tongues of fire ap- 

peared upon their heads. They spoke for- 
sign tongues. Only the first two pente- 
costal features are apparent in modern 
revivals. The record in Acts says noth- 
ing about the danger of losing a disciple's 
soul. No appeal was made to individual 
selfishness. No threat of hell was used. 
No devil was exhibited. No revivalist 
tramp strove to frighten the people. But 
im the modern revival meeting, one hears 
Aut God's anger, the danger of hell,and 
the power of Satan. Selfishness and fear 
are appealed to to galvanize dead specula- 
tions in the cases of ignorant, supersti- 
tious, nervous and mentally-sick people. 
Low and coarse people are good subjects 
for the manipulations of revivalists. The 
Increase of nervousness is largely due to 
revivals. The children of mothers whose 
nervous systems were wrecked in re- 
vivals have a terrible inheritance. Chil- 
dren in the public schools that are al- 
lowed to attend revivals are ruined in 
mind and body. Revivalism sends thou- 
@ands to the madhouse, is responsible for 
much sexual immorality and produces 
@piritual vanity.. The pentecostal mani- 
festation was not like a modern revival. 
It was an inspiration of the noblest and 
Purest souls for a mighty spiritual enter- 
Prise. God's spirit does not inspire cow- 
ards and bigots. It baptizes heroes and 
heroines to manifest the divine life of 
Christ.”

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH. 

At the First Congregatlohal Church yes- 
terday, Rev. Warren F. Day preached a ser- 
mon from the text, John vif,37: In the 
last day, that great day of the feast, Jesus 
stood and cried, saying, It any man thirst, 
let him unto Me and drink.“ 

As you know,“ said the speaker, there 

were three great festival days in the Jew- 
ish calendar—thanksgiving days—the last 
of which was the home gathering, the 
feast of tabernacles. He who had never 
looked upon this feast, had never known 
real gladness. In the first procession the 
priests pqured from a golden bow! into 
silver basins water from the pool of Sa- 
dam, while a vast volume of song arose 
from the multitude to the clarion notes of 
silver trumpets, as the w trickled 
through pipes downward to the Cedron. 
It was at such a moment of highest inter- 
est that Jesus, standing apart, pro- 
claimed, ‘If any than thirst, let him come 
unto Me and drink.’ Our thoughts go 
back to that solitary figure; we listen to. 
that solitary voce, which has re-echoed 
through the centuries, until it has en- 
circled the earth, and its message today 
strikes the ear and heart with undimin- 
ished sweetness and power. 
Not above all noises it is heard, there 
is still the hoarse discord, the melodra- 
matic is more popular—the sentimental 
craze, the sof presentation of scenes of 
suffering over which a tear may fall, that 
brings no healing, but to such as ‘these 
the symbolic lan ok this proclamation 
no meaning. They can have no 
claim to it. But sometimes we come to 
the stillness, when we can bear the cry 
forced from the suffering, the wretched, 
the sin-polluted, Can it be that I can be 
made clean?’ Another, and still deeper, 
re-echoes, ‘Who cares for me?’ while from 
the lowest depths of broken hearts the 
wall of desperation comes, Why should I 
care, that no one cares for me?’ To oth- 
ers, honest seekers desiring to find One, 
who not only commanded, and it stood fast, 
but who can bring good from suffering 80 
that the experiences of the former shall 
be as long as its agés, and the fruition 
of hope as glorious as. its pictured dream. 
“Throw everything away, if we will, 
thrust one side the gospel, close all ave- 
nues which lead to Christ, yet our needs, 
our distresses remain, Somewhere, some- 
how, there must be à heart responsive. to 
human hearts, some power to aid, some 
help for human needs, This deep, univer- 
sal cry is heard among the mysteries of 
Greek and Roman mythology, and is not 
stilled by the heavy burden ot n su- 
perstition, beneath which the millions of 
suffering humanity have sought relief 
from their woes, vainly looking for One, 
who, borne on White wings, will come 
forth strong to soothe, to comfort, to heal. 
To all these Jesus stands , cries, ‘If 
any man thirst, let him come ‘unto Me and 
drink.’ 

“Why should we speak of our Jesus? 
Other peoples have had their representa- 
tive men, Buddha, Zoroaster, 
who lived clean Hives, and ht the 
highest morality with their 
hands, no knowledge of its De 
euch questioners forget that the Infinite 
One w His arms around all His 
children, observing them, guiding them, 
knowing them, loving them? SBrahama, 
Plato, Socrates, saw something cf the

Confucius, 
lcoking tackward, ever backward, projects 
no light upon the darkness of the now 
and the hereafter. Buddha offers only 
the awful hope, after on 88 circle of 
migrations, the human being may at last 
rid himself of conscious existence and 
sink into Nirvana! I turn to Christ, my 
guest, and lo! He stands in all the glory, 
the beauty, the majesty of His divinity, 
in helpful, loving touch with the wants 
and woes of humanity. The more the light 
shines for science and learning, the stead- 
ter is the glory of His gospel.’ I hear His 
voice, not afar off, but one ever-increas- 
ing strain through all the : 
‘Come unto Me! I am the way! 
ever will, let him come! Let him 
heareth say ! ‘Whosoever will,

Rev. A. C. Smither preached at the 
First n Church last evening upon 
“The C see Church,” setting forth the 
characteristics of the church as established 
by Jesus Christ. 

„Denominationalism.““ said the speaker,

much power to Satan. Denominationalism 
is of post-apostolic, and therefore not of 
divine origin. If men would find the true 
church they must return to the one es- 
tablished under the ministry of the in- 
spired apostle, and in @rder to reproduce 
the model church they must pattern after 
the original. In such a church there would 
be no error.“ 

He then set forth some of the character- 
istics of the apostolic churc.a.”’ Its great 
central idea was embedied in the person 
of Christ, who was its head, heart and 
foundation. As far as modern churches 
have wandered from rist, so far have 
they wandered from the divine ideal. This 


church was founded upon the truth 
that Jesus was the Son of God « Savior 
of the world. Any religious y deny- 


ing this fundamental truth cannot * pat - 
terned after the apostolic church. That 
church was founded by the apostles, 
preaching under the inspiration of God, 
and must in its doctrines, practi and 
ordinances be a model for all s equent 
generations. 

The conditions of membership in it were 
very simple, requiring faith in Christ, 
a turning away from sin and baptism in 
the name of Christ. In name it was called 
the Church of Christ or of Ged. Denomi- 
national names were unknown to the a 


| Hee. its worship. was very simple and de-

tism and tlie Lord’s supper. Its organiza- 
tion was very simple. It. had only two 
classes of officers in the local congrega- 
tions; pastors to do the preaching and 
deacons to attend to the temporal interests 
of the church. Its discipline or rule of 
faith was the direction of the apostles, 
and after their death the word of God teft 
to them by the inspired apostles. Such 
must be the faith and practice of the 
church that would return to aue order 
and simplicity. -

SIMPSON TABBRRNACLE. 

Simpson Tabernacle was well attended 
yesterday morning. Rey. C. C. McLean. 
chose as 4 theme for his discourse, The 
Sacrament of the Lord's Supper,“ it being 
communion day. 

Among his remarks, the speaker said: 

“The Lord Jesus Chitst has compared 
His gospel to a great feast, which is free 
to all who will come and receive abund- 
antly. Yet there are many who need to 
be importuned and urged to come into the

“There are homes to which we must go 
and carry the gospel to those who are in 
need of it, and have not the privilege of 
attending the divine service in the house 
of God.

THE TRAMP NUISANCE. 


Some Points Brought Out in Recent 
Discussions. 

“While delivering a most interesting ad- 
dress the other evening in Music Hall, 
to the Teachers’ Institute, President Keyes 
of the Throop Polytechnic Institute, inci- 
dentally observed’ that the vast army of 
unemployed that is scattered throughout 
the country is made up of untrained men; 
men having no special knowledge of any: 
business or trade that enabled them to en- 
ter the lists of public life shoe any fair 
show of success. 

Some objection has been 9 to this 
statement, and yesterday the attention of 
a Times reporter was drawn to certain 
facts set forth by Prof. J. J. McCook, in a 
lecture delivered in Boston, some time ago, 
which seems to controvert it. Prof. Mc- 
Cook stated that according to the latest 
estimates there are 46,000 male tramps 
wandering about in different parts of the 
‘country, about eleven-twelfths of them 
being in the prime of life, that is, under 
50 years of age. He asserted that of these 
men the greater number are able-bodied, 
and 50 per cent. have trades, or are citi- 
zens of more or less skill, and all of them 
are able to read and write. 

If this be so, it would indicate that other 
causes were operating to throw these men 
out of employment than the lack of man- 
ual training in early life, essential as that 
in itself may be. 

Inei lentally, too, dt may be mentioned 
that ‘this army of tramps costs the nation, 
according to conservative opinion, from 
$8,000,000 to $10,000,000 annually. This is 
nearly half the cost of the navy. Despite 
the fact that the evils of the tramp nuis- 
ance have been discussed ad nauseum, there 
are no anti-tramp laws in existence in 
twenty-five of tie forty-four American 
States; none west of the States bordering 
the Mississippi, and none in any Southern 
States, excepting Alabama, North Carolina 
and Mississippi. The penalty undér these 
laws varies from three days to five years 
in the State prison. Prof. McCook stated 
that the labor colony, in the opinion of 
the authorities of many foreign countries, 
is one of the most promising projects yet 
offered with a view to abating the tramp 
nuisance. 


AMONG THE LAW-MAKEBRS. 


What G. J. Griffith Saw on His N 
to Sacramento. 


G. J. Griffith returned yesterday from 
a short visit to Sacramento, where he 
went in the interest of certain bills bear- 
ing on matters pertaining to the work 
of the Citizens’ League. ‘ 

“IT was agrecably pleased, said Mr. 
Griffith to a Times reporter last evening, 
to find how busy our local members of 
the Legislature, whom I had the pleasure 
of meeting, were with the great volume 
of business before them. I immediately 
came to the conclusion that they pn 
doing their full share of the labor of that 
important body of law-makers. 

Mr. Bulla, chairman of the Judiciary 

Committee, is one of the hardest-worked 
men in the Assembly. That committee has 
referred to it nearly all the important 


bills introduced in the Assembly, except 
those bearing on matters of revenup and 
taxation. Bills pertaining to these mat- 


ters are referred to a special committee 
on that subject. 

“Among the bills which this special com- 
mittee has under consideration is one pro- 
viding for a remapping of all counties for 
assessment purposes, somewhat after the 
plan recently adopted in Riverside county. 
There are also before this special commit- 
tee a number of measures pertaining to 
the collection and disbursement of taxes 
of municipal and county corporations. 

There have been introduced in the 
Assembly three bills by which it is pro- 
posed to bring about radical reforms in 
the matter of primary elections. These 
bills, all of which came from San Fran- 
cisco, are pow in the hands of the Com- 
mittee on Election Laws. The same bills 
have also been introduced in the Senate 
where in all probability they will be 
smothered. In the course of a conver- 
sation with one of the most prominent 
Senators I was told by him it would be 
impossible to pass any measure that 
would be an improvement on the present 
method ef conducting primaries. The 
numbers of these bills as introduced in 
the Assembly, are 334, 479 and 115.

By similar effort this year they can 
easily duplicate their former success, and 
possibly exceed it. 

Many of the most enterprising mer- 
chants are heartily in favor of taking part 
in this year’s event, and the meeting to 
be held in a few days will be one of 
much interes'. 

The participation by the Chinese in the 
fiesta of 1894 showed a gratifying disposi- 
tion on their part to assist in a public en- 
terprise, which gained them much favor- 
able comment. It did a great deal to- 
wards changing the sentiment that has 
prevailed in the past, that they possess 
no public spirit. 

Their leading men are disposed to take 
no backward step, and if they are finan- 
cially able to jo so this year, the Chinese 
display will be of an unusually interest- 
ing character.

SANTA BARBARA, Feb. 10—(Special 
Correspondence.) Among the interesting 
disooveries lately made by Col. Russell 
Heath of Carpinteria, one of our most 
progressive fruit-growers, who is noted for 
his generous expenditure in horticultural 
experiments, is that of an orange, of de- 
licious quality, which bears a succession 
of crops the year round, precisely like the 
lemon tree. The colonel will propagate 
this tree as fast as he can from the stock 
he has obtained, and its introduction into 
the market promises to greatly extend the 
possibilities of orange culture, 

Col. Heath has a wide-awake agent in 
Southern Europe, who is constantly on the 
lookout for novelties in the fruit line 
which are adapted to our California cli- 
mate. For a long time past he has 
been urging the colonel to let him send 
him some olive trees, but the latter, who 
was perfectly satisfied that Southern Cali- 
fornia already had the very best olives 
that the world could produce, persistently 
ignored this offer.

FIENDISH CRUELTY. 


AN AGGRAVATED CASE OF BRU- 
TALITY REPORTED. 


S. o. Davis of Long Beach Charged 
with Abusing His Wife— 
Believed to be In- 
sane. 


An aggravated case of brutality has come 
to Humane Officer Wright's attention and 
he is now engaged in ‘preventing its con- 
tinvance. 

According to his report: 8. O. Davis of 
Long Beach, is the worst brute yet shown 
up and Tuesday he intends going down 
to investigate the matter and if necessary, 
arrest the man for insanity. 

Davis and his family came out here 
from Kansas about ten years ago and lo- 
cated their home. In the course of time 
four children were born to them, three 
of them now living. Davis owns forty” 
acres in the Willows at Long Beach, be- 
sides twenty acres on the mesa near Signal 
Hill. They have many head of horses 
and cattle and ought to live a comfortable 
life. 

But, for years, Mrs. Davis told Humage 
Officer Wright, he has made life a burden 
by his peculiarities and brutality. He 
would let her go nowhere, nor would he al- 
low any neighbors near, threatening to 
kill them if they approached, though. if 
anyone did come he took pains to be es- 
pecially civil all around. If any passing 
boys would whistle or sing he would rush 
out swearing, and shoot in the air to scare 


A week ago he beat his wife and kicked 
her furiously on the leg. Then Saturday 
morning he started to town saying he was 
going for some liquor, and she, fearing 
for her life, if he should come home drunk, 
took her children and fied from tha place. 
Suffering from the pain ‘of her bruised 
limb, she walked almost all the way to 
some friends named Langdon at Green 
Meadows. 

Mr. and Mrs. Langdon cared for her 
there and brougttt the family to the city, 
paying for her lodging at No. 113 West Sec- 
ond street, and informing Mr. Wright 
of the circumstances. The woman is in 
trouble and penniless. Mr. Wright has ar- 
ranged for her board for a couple of days. 
and will put the two little boys and a 
girl into a home where they can get proper 
treatment.
